We learn through private letters by the 
Baltic, that the Hon. Francis Hincks has 
accepted the office of Governor neral 
of the Windward Islands, chief of which 
is Barbadoes, and that he will leave Li- 
verpool for Boston on the 29th instant, on 
return to Quebec for his family, previous 
to his departure to the scene of his future 
lxbors. This appointment will cause a 
stir in Canada, where Mr. Hincks has for 
many vears past been a most influential 
public man and politician. In our estima- 
tion, the Province of Canada owes more 
to him than to any other public man, and 
we think his selection for this high office 
& great compliment, not only to Mr. II., 
but to Canada, It is the first instance of 
a Colonist being selected for any impor- 
tant appointment.

The American Harvest of 1855 is a great 
one, after making all reasonable luction# 
for partial failures of Wheat from the rava- 
os of insects or from foul weather in Jul 
‘nd for the loss and damage of Hay from the 
latter Indian Corn is very late, and 
liable to be seriously injured by early f f 
but the yield will be great, though the quali- 
ty be inferior. This country never before 
produced so much food for cattle as this year, 
and the annual product of Butter and Chi 
must exceed all precedent. Rye and Oats 
Were never better ; and there will be a great 
yield of Buckwheat, even if early frosts should 
kill a part of it. Potatoes suffer eonsiderably 
in this vicinity from the fatal rot; but there 
Was a great area planted, aud their general 
appearance is still thrifty and luxuriant. The 
crop avill be large at the worst; while for 
other roots there never was so good 
pect at this season. Fruit too, in this region, 
and almost everywhere else, is most abun- 
dant. € 

We ought therefore to have better times— 
better, not merely for our farmers, who will 
often find their increased product balanced 
by reduced prices; but better for the entire 
community. Our merchants should be ena- 
bled to pay better than list year; our me- 
chanics should have steady work as well as 
cheaper food ; our laborers should find em- 
ployment for the hard season opening to them

CONDITION OF THE TOWN. 


Accounts from the Crimea to the 14th 
instant have been received in Paris, by 
way of Varna.

The next WINTER IN THE Catnea.— 
Whatever may be tho course of events du- 
ring the next two months, there can be no 
doubt that our brave soldiers, and those of 
our gallant Allies, will spend the coming 
winter in the Crimea; and one of the 
most agreeable considerations suggested 
by the taking of Sebastopol is, that they 
will be able to spend it in comparative 
comfort and security.

Ia- 
deed, most of the villages are alre ady des- 
troyed ; and the only two towns of any 
consequence between Sebastopol and Pe 
rekop—with the exception of Eupatoria, 
which is in the hands of the Allies—are 
Bashi-serai and Simpheropol, ‘The for- 
mer was the anciont ‘Tartar capital of the 
Crimea, the latter the modern Russian 
capital ; the former comtains from 6,000 
to 8,000 inhabitants, the latter 10,000 to 
12,000, Both of them will probably be 
burnt to the ground when the Russians 
pass through them on their retreat, and 
who should not be at all surprised to hear 
that they have done everything in their 
power to complete the destraction of Se-

SECOND REPORT. 


Halifax, 10th Oct , 1855. 

The Canada will be due at Boston, on 
Thursday morning. 

‘Tue War.—Active operations have 
been resumed in tho Crimea, 

Gortschakoff reported on the 17th that 
the Allies had attempted nothing up to 
that date on the North side. They were 
concentrating their forces between Balak- 
lava and the Tchernaya, and constanily 
reconnoitering the left wing of the Rus- 
sians from Baider Valley. 

Letters from the Camp mention that the 
Allies were actively preparing for a cam- 

nign. : 

From 300 to 400 deserters, moat of them 
Poles, arrived atthe Allied Camp and said 
that the demoralization of the Russian 
Army was almost completo, and that such 
was the confusion from the first moment 
of the attack, that the soldiers, exhausted 
with fatigue, remained for 24 hours with+ 
out provisions, 

‘Tho loss of the Russians is estimated at 
18,000. 

The correspondent of the Paris Patrie, 
under date Sept, 25th, says: “ Ever since 
their retreat, the Russians havo continued 
to fire shells at us, and it would be a mis- 
tako to suppose that our armies in Sebas- 
topol are beyond the range of the enomy’# 
batteries on the northern shore, The balls 
from Fort Constantine reach beyond Stro- 
litzka Bay, and they can very easily throw 
projectiles into the town, As to tho bat- 
terios of the other forts, some of tho guns 
on them are so powerlul that they can 
carry shot right over the town and do ex- 
ecution in the advanced siege works; but 
although the Russian firo does not conse, 
it is not very active. ‘Tho Artillery and 
Engineers in Sebastopol are everywhoro 
at work, Fort St. Nicholas, which was 


before almost intact, has been fortified, 
and its cannon already replies to the ene- 
my. Any attempt of the Russians to re- 
turn to the place 1s wholly out of the ques- 
tion,”
